Secondly, and ini|xirtiuitly, Ls the 1 mxxl to 
answer to the structure of the bylaw itself. It 
would appear to me that this bylaw would 
allow far too much personal interference in 
the application of the law, not only putting the 
officer in uncomfortable circumstances, but 
also will create confusion in the application of 
the bylaw, and may even increase hostility 
between citizens and the peace officers. 

As a long-term resident of tlus community, I 
continue to be amazed at the desire for our 
local government to make rules for the sake 
of rules. Perhaps the council could consider 
making protection of personal freedoms the 
first consideration when drafting new bylaws. 

I truly hope you decide not to give final 
reading to a bylaw' that simply does not make 
sense.

Hirata calls Didsbury journey, 


‘the experience of my life’ 

Japanese captain loves Didsbury’s 
passion for the sport

Prior to stepping on to 
tlu> ice for a clinic with a 
collection of his teammates 
and the Bantam Didsbury 
Ramblers, Yoshiro Hirata 
sits at a table just outside 
the arena where he shares 
his thoughts on a busy visit 
to town. 

The captain of the 
Sataina Sakea Beavers, 
wearing the team’s trade¬ 
mark orange, knows some 
English, hut uses a transla¬ 
tor to confidently discuss 
Didsbury. 

In an exhibition tilt, his 
team defeated the Midget 
Didsbury Ramblers 13-2, 
the night before. 

After a quick short-hand¬ 
ed goal by the visitors, a 
packed crowd flooded the 
ice with tuques, mitts and 
teddy bears, which were 
later donated to Didsbury 
Christmas Helpers. 

Hirata, says he has never 
seen anything like it 
before. 

“I was surprised,” he 
said, with a warm smile. 

“It was really fun to be a 


part of something like 
that." 

The game itself, show¬ 
cased opposites in style, 
with the Ramblers using a 
relentless forecheck, com¬ 
pared to the Beavers’ puck 
possession approach. 

But aside from method, 
Hirata, also noticed a dif¬ 
ference in attitude towards 
the contest. 

“They are very friendly 
off the ice, but on the ice 
they’re enemies," he said. 

“It’s white and black. In 
Japan, on the ice or off the 
ice, everybody’s always 
friends.” 

As a leader, Hirata says 
he respects the Ramblers’ 
competitive spirit and 
believes his team learned 
from the experience. 

Earlier in the week, the 
Beavers and Midget 
Ramblers bonded on a trip 
to Calgary to catch the 
Flames and St.Louis Blues 
at the Pengrowth 
Saddledome. 

For a sport that Hirata 
devotes his lifestyle to, he 
found it exciting to watch 
hockey be appreciated by 
so many. 


“In Japan we never feel 
an atmosphere like that. 
Hockey is so small in 
Japan. While Sumo is 
Japan’s national sport, 
hockey is Canada’s, and I 
felt that." 

Aside from hockey, the 
Japanese visitors were pro¬ 
vided a broader sense of 
Canadian culture, being 
provided the opportunity 
to sit in on some classes at 
Didsbury High School 
(DHS). 

The differences between 
DHS and the educational 
experience in Japan is vast, 
says Hirata. 

“In Didsbury, they can 
eat and drink whenever 
they want. They seem 
more free. In Japan, things 
are a lot more strict. We 
have to sit, no talking, and 
just listen." 

From meeting new 
friends at DHS, and with 
the Ramblers, to feeling the 
warm reception from resi¬ 
dents in town, Hirata says 
he cherishes the experi¬ 
ence of his team’s travels to 
Didsbury. 

“It has been the memory 
of my life," he said
